DEPUTY KEEPER OE THE PUBLIC RECORDS 
AND KEEPER OF THE STATE PAPERS 

IN IBELAND. 


TO THE EIGHT HONORABLE BARON 
HOUGHTON, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it please Toub Excellency, 

1. I regret to have to report the untimely death, early in the 
year, of Mr. Alfred J. Fetherstonhaugh, a, junior Clerk in this 
Department. His distinguished career in Trinity College, Dublin, 
and the interest and thoroughness he displayed in the discharge 
of his duties here, pointed him out as one destined to be an 
ornament to the Public Service. The vacancy caused by his 
death was filled by the appointment of Mr. T. D. James, B.A. 

2. I have also to report the death of Hr. Richard Tucker, who 
held the post of Foreman Searcher since the formation of the 
Department in 1868, having been transferred from the Rolls 
Office, Chanceiy, where he had served as Bookbinder for many 
years ; he has been succeeded by Mr. J. J. Tucker, promoted from 
the grade of Workman Searcher. 

3. The Records of the Clerk of the Crown and Peace of the 
County and City of Limerick have been arranged and a schedule 

of them is given at paragraphs 43 and 44. This completes the r^pars, 
transfer and arrangement of the Records of the Counties affected 
by the Order of Council, dated the 22nd May, 1891. 

4. An Order in Council, dated the 23rd December, 1893, placed 
the Records of the Clerks of the Crown and Peace of the Counties 
of King’s County and Roscommon under the charge and super- 
intendence of the Master of the Rolls. A Schedule of those 
transferred from King’s County will be found at paragraphs 

41 and 42, hut a fire which took place in Roscommon in tlie rule pure, 
year 1882 destroyed practically all the Records of that County ilan ‘ u 1 
prior to that date. 

State Paper Office. 

5. There were received from the Chief Secretary's Office the 
Letters and Papers of that Department for the year 1885, together 
with the Correspondence Register 'and Index (four large volumes) 
for 1883. 
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6. The papers received from the Chief Secretary’s Office have 
been examined and checked and placed in seventy-seven carton 
boxes, numbered 3124 to 3201. Further progress has been made 
in replacing the numbered files received out of place in former 
years. 

7. The draft Calendar of the British Departmental Correspon- 
dence has been completed. The draft Index to the Military 
Memorials has been finished, and a fair copy engrossed. 

8. A re-arrangement and a catalogue has been made of the 
Chief Secretary’s Office and Miscellaneous Manuscript Books 
deposited in the two upper floor's of the Record Tower. 

9. The Searches for Government during the year numbered two 
hundred and ninety-seven, very nearly the largest number 
registered during a like period. 

10. The Papers and Books transferred to the Public Record 
ricrnr.3i. Qjgjjg aro defaced in paragraph 31. The Papers comprise those 

completing the two important series, viz., British Departmental 
Correspondence (practically ending in 1759, though by some 
additional papers carried down to 1795) and Petitions, and the 
whole of the smaller series of Military Memorials. These papers 
had been retained in the State Paper Office to allow of the com- 
pletion of their Index. 

11. There have been transferred and deposited here Records

The draft Indexes to the Marriage Licence 
Bonds of Tuam and Waterford and Lismore have been engrossed 
and compared, that for Cloyne has been completed, and that for 
Dublin continued to 1823 of the letter R. 


59. Indices have been completed to the Marriage Licence 
entries in the Grant Books of the dioceses of Kildare, 1802-1815, 
and Ossory and Leighlin, 1821-1827, and hound up with their 
respective volumes ; and the Marriage Licence Books ot Ivillala and 
Achonry, 1821-1 S23, and 1839-1S69, and Grant Book of the same 
diocese for 1800-1857, and the Kildare Grant Book, 1802-1857, 
have been indexed, as well as the Tuani Will Book, 1641-1820. 


GO. The Lexicographical Index to the Wills of the Diocese of 
Meath has been compared with the original Wills, and a tresh 
engrossment has been made of it. 

61 The Draft Catalogue to the Bills of the ancient Pleadings se °' 
of Chancery has been compared with the original Bills as far as 
No. 1,000, covering the period from 1552 to 24 January, 1609. 

62. The fair copy for the printer of the Index to the Calendar « 
of Christ Church Deeds has been completed and prepared tor 
press, and will he printed as an Appendix to this Report.
